allies over the reparations question, 
appeared to stimulate hope here that 
eventually the French 
government,

Heretofore, 


both Belgium and Italy have follow- 
ed the French lead in most of the 
questions affecting reparations- 


Administration spokesmen declined 


today to indicate the probable atti- 
tude of the Washington government

A full statement of the French posi- 


tion was brought to Washington to- 
day by Ambassador Jusserand, just 
back from Paris, and it was Indicat- 
ed that after his talk with Secretary

Conflict In Views As To Legality 


Of Changes In Traffic Direction 


Not all of the changes which were 


proposed in' the direction of traffic 
by City Engineer R. K. Linville and 
F. G. Towell, of the traffic squad be- 
came effective this morning. The pro- 
posed experiment was to have gone 
into effect Sunday but the signs not- 
ing the changes were not placed on 
the streets involved. 


Enquiries today developed that the 


public works committee would 
not 


sanction the experiment because an 
unusual confusion in traffic might be 
the result. It had been proposed to 
make Market street a one-way street 
to alter the direction of traffic on 
South Union street and to restrict par- 
tiaJly traffic on North Union street.

ain and perhaps the most modest up- 
on whom that honor ever was con- 
ferred, were entombed today in Grea: 
Westminister 
Abbey. 


In this shrine, where in th« nation 


holds its most sacred rituals both 
solemn and happy—coronations, wed- 
ings and funerals—were assembled a 
distinguished company of nearly 3,- 
000 persons representing all who are 
prominent and important in the Brit- 
ish world. 


There were members of the royal 


family, several hundred men from 
the houses of Parliament, the prem- 
iers of the British dominions beyond 
the seas, the chiefs of the army, navy, 
judiciary and civil service, members 
of the diplomatic corps, numerous 
leaders in finance and business from 
which spheres the late statesmen had 
passed into a life of politics.

of a movie film. 
And just as a movi efilm can be 
reversed, so Schermann can reverse 
his process. Just as from looking at 
your script, he can tell you about 
yourself, so from looking at you he 
can tell you what your handwriting 
is like. It is claimed his imitations of 
people's handwriting made by merely 
studying the person himself have in a 
majority of cases been very similar 
to the real handwriting.

Urge Co-Operative 


Marketing For 


Wheat Growers 


(By The Associated Press.) 


WASHINGTON,,Nov. 4.— Co-opera- 


tive marketing and ready adjustment 
of acreage to conditions of world pro- 
duction Tvere recommended as promis- 
ing the only permanent solution of 
the wheat problem in a report sub- 
mitted to President Coolidge by the 
War Finance Corporation investigators 
who recently toured the wheat areas 
at his request. 


Urging the necessity of mainlining 


'a .thoroughly rational attitude" in 
dealing with the problem, the report, 
submitted by Directors Eugene Mey- 
er. Jr., and Frank W. Mondell and 
published today, discussed numerous 
other porposals presented during their 
study but which they found either un- 
sound or to ;of£er no permanent solu- 
tion. 


The proposals advanced in the re- 


port already hare been discussed by 
the two officials with Mr. Coolidge 
and may form the basis of a definite 
administration policy on the question. 


"Co-operative 
marketing associa- 


tions, organized along sound lines and 
with competent managtnent and busi- 
ness guidance," the report said, "offer 
at the present time, in our opinion, 
more promise of helpful results than 
any other plan or program that, has 
been suggested. They can do what the 
speculator cannot, with .'-afety. be re- 
lied upon to do. They can by_ orderly 
marketing regulate the flow o'f wheat 
so that supply is adjusted from time 
to time to consumpive demand. 
"With the change in the conditions 


in Europe with the European dealers 
and millers carrying only a small per 
centage of their normal pre-war 
stocks and with the speculator un- 
able or unwilling to carry wheat in 
sufficient volume, the producer must 
organize to carry it himself." 


Added to this conclusion was the 


other that there must be "adjustment 
of production to American needs if the 
world market is oversupplied." 


Chief among the causes of depres- 


sion among the wheat farmers were 
found to be the local tax burden, the 
scarcity and high cost of labor and 
exiisting freight rates on grainn. As 
a measure to relieve the first, it was 
recommended that tax exemept securi- 
ties be abolished and the higher bra- 
ckets of the federal income surtaxes, 
which were held to encourage invest- 
ors to place money in such securities, 
be reduced. The tai exempt securi- 
ties, the report said, had encouraged 
states, counties and municipalities to 
make "extravagant" expenditures.

•WASHINGTON. Nov. 3.— Designa- 


tion of all roads in the Federalid 
highway .system, 
comprising 
about 


185,000 miles, practically has been 
completed and approved by the bu- 
reau of public roads. 
The sel?ctlon 


of seven per cent, of the roads of the 
nation for future systematic improve- 
ment is declared by the government's 
road officials to have been ths larg- 
est and most important task a/ssign- 
ed to the bueaii. Many conferences 
have been held with highway offi- 
cials representing adjacent states in 
the process of correlating the roads 
of the primary, or interstate, high- 
ways and many difficult situations 
have been adjusted.

and Britain regarding reparations. 


, "France would have been a vassal 
country but for you your country 
and mine," he said spiritedly. 


A crowd of several hundred was 


on the pier to bid Mr. Lloyd George 
farewell, after hs month's visit to 
the new world.

republicans in this city to insult the 
former premier escorted him in con- 
stdeable number. No untoward inci- 
dent occurred.

This is nothing less than a 
phonetic typewriter, which writes di- 
rect from dictation. 


The inventor is Mr. Martin Eandli, 
of Davos, who describes the machine 
as 'a typewriter enabling a person to 
write by the use of the voice only." 
Until applications for patents have

in . all countries, Mr. 
Bandli Is mainlining- a certain reserve. 
which one . can well understand, but 
he informs me that a person may talk

MOVEMENT TO 
AVERT AMERICAN 
EAGLES EXTINCT'N 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. —Unres- 
tricted killing of American eagles in 
Alaska has stirred up a hornet's nest 
among naturalists and wild life en- 
thusiasts 
The American Nature Association 
has taken up the cudgels against the 
law and, as the first move in a cam- 
paign for its repeal and for the pro- 
tection of the rapidly vanishing Amer- 
ican eagle, has issued an appeal to 
every school teacher in the United 
States to file a protest o nbchalf of 
his class. 
The la-w, it is 'said, was passed on 
the ground that eagles live on salmon 
and thereby damage, that indu.cry, 
one of the most important in Alaska 
But the Nature Association points out 
in reply that 
a salmon dies after 
spawning and the eagjes eat the fish 
after they have died and after they 
have perpetuated their kind. 
"One of the hes tplaces to see the 
American eagle is on your money 
and that will be the only place you 
can see it if the slaughter of thin bird 
is kept up," says the-American Na- 
ture Asociation's call. "Xo lorr?&r do 
the tourists to Alaska see these emb- 
lems of American libert yfloat above 
the forests and shoreline. 
"The law provides that when- an 
eagle is killed, the gunner may gef 
50 cents by cutting both feet from 
the bird and exhibiting them to any 
commissioner of Alaska with an af- 
fidavit. 
"From 1917 to 1923. 36,000 eagle 
feet, cut from 18,000 birds have been 
checked and accounted for on the 
bounty records. Gunners with shot- 
gUns and 
long-range 
rifles 
have 
skirmished the Alaskan coasts and 
penetrated the interior to lay low 
the last living emblem of our nation-
